I herewith quote the results 
some very Interesting figures (com 
piled recently by E. V. Buckwalter 
covering traffic conditions on the 
highways, versus railroads between 
Pittsburgh and Bedford, Pa. Con 
densed, these figures show tha 
there were 6000 people per hour 
being transported by motor trans­ 
portation over the highways as 
against 4400 people per 24 hours 
via railroad. Considering the rail 
roads were only operating 12 hours
 which time covers the dens 
travel on the highway they would
  ' ' _ __ -. 360 
people per hour. In other word.' 
on account of convenience wherein 
cost is of no consideration, there 
are as many people being trans­ 
ported by motor driven equipment 
over our highways every three and 
one-half minutes as there are over 
the railroads every hour! And, it 
is our opinion that the great ton­ 
nage of freight will, in time, be 
transported in about the same pro­ 
portion.

The railroad companies have dur­ 
ing recent years indulged in a great 
deal of talk that they were being 
discriminated against . by motor 
truck operators and treated very 
badly in general, on the following 
grounds:

The railroad companies main­ 
tained that they keep up their owif 
railroad tracks and right-of-ways, 
and that the general public keeps 
up the highways over which the 
motor truck and motor bus trans­ 
portation travel. It ia the writ­ 
er's contention that these claims 
are based largely on false reason­ 
ing, in that the general public

the form of freight on every arti­ 
cle' they purchase. Whereas, they 
partially maintain our great high­ 
way system by a direct tax on all 
articles transported over them and 
through the indirect tax which they 
pay on property, motor licenses, 
and otherwise.

The great point te .that the con­ 
suming public must pay for every­ 
thing it can come from no other 
source, and should come from no 
other source. As to just how or 
through what manner they pay, it 
matters little. However, if we are 
going to work on the theory of 
letting the man who can afford it 
pay most, then they certainly come 
nearer doing it in the maintenance 
of highways, than they do when 
paying for the maintenance of the 
railroads as the highways, at 
least, are largely kept up by the 
tax on property owners and those 
who use them moat, whereas rail­ 
roads are kept up by direct tax in 
the form of freight on everything 
you consume, handle or wear that 
has ever been transported over a 
railroad.

Please do not assume from the 
above remarks that we have any 
quarrel with the railroads far 
from it. We greatly admire them, 
feel that they have in ,the past 
and always will fill a great need, 
and feel that the ever increasing 
use of motor trucks, passenger cars, 
etc., will probably mean that in 
future we will have to pay more 
direct tax, on articles which rail­ 
roads lialil than we have hereto­ 
fore, as an ever increasing volume 
of their business is gradually going 
to travel over the highways in­ 
stead of over the railroads, and 
the quicker the railroad and street 
car companies recognize the de­ 
mand of the public for more con­ 
venient service without regard to 
cost (within reason), uud the rail­ 
road companies start in and pro­ 
vide that service, you will see rail-

Separating the Chicks 
It is probable that F. R. Rich­ 

ardson of San Gabriel broods as 
many chicks as any poultry keeper 
in Southern California. We men­ 
tion him as an example because 
the tendency of the small poultry- 
man is to insist ' that he doesn't 
have the room nor the time to 
make the required separations. We 
find on Mr. Richardson's ranch that 
they are segregated into three 
sizes. To accomplish this, it is 
only necessary to leave three runs 
vacant so as to have a place to 
begin. At the time these chicko 
are moved out of the brooder house 
the first and second grades or sizes 
cannot be told apart. The three 
separations have now become two. 
It is my understanding that he 
makes the same segregation of his 
pullets. By taking this course, 
the non-aggressive chick has 
chance to develop, and a great 
number of chicks, which otherwise 
would develop into culls, are now 
given a chance for natural growth.
